1t (s well to mention here that, althongh
the dally journnis of *‘the metropolis” pay great
attention to musgical dramatic matters, the para-
graph guoted {8 the only one which has appearad in
ANy newspaper of that city in reference to the won-
derful performance of Miss Galton on that oveasion,
Again, although these newspapers do not think, it
beneath them to speak of the doings at the Philadel-
phia theatres, they have seldom mentioned the name
of Miss Galton, and never without a slur, The
reason {8 slmply that, during the lady’s short en-
gagement in New York city, the critics falled to dis-
cover her talent and powers, and now are not in-
clined to accept the almost unanimous declsion of
those of Philadeiphia, preferring rather w do in-
justice to one of the very best primg donie on the
American stage.

Howeyer gratifylng the extravagant laudation of
tHe Press may be to Miss Susan Galton's vanity, her
common sense must revolt at it; and while our con-
temporary is evidently anxious to serve the young
fady, it is doing her a great and positive injury. Miss
Galton is one of the most attractive actress singers
we have had In this city for a long time, and her
merits in the light operettas of OMenbach and Levy,
a8 well a8 in works of a higher class, have been fMlly
scknowledged by the papers of Philadelphie. Miss
Ualton, however, did not make a8 success at the
Academy of Music; and the most that can be said
of her performance I8, that It 8 an open question
whether ahe 18 able to ging in 80 large a house, Miss
Galton has neither the volce nor calture of Miss
Kellogg, and & comparison with Madame Rosa Is too
absurd to be even thought of.

Migs Galton got into trouble once before through
the extravagunt praise of ill-gdvised friends, nnd
nor disastrous season at the Chesnat should he a
jesson not only to her and her managers, but to
those oritica who are inclined to allow their enthu-
glasm and personal partiality to run away with their
Judgment, There is nothing but the most Kindiy
feeling in this city towards Miss Galton, and we cor-
dially wish her all possible success, bat those who
deaire to assist her on the road to fame and fortune
can do so much more efectunlly by keeping within
the bounds of legitimate criticism,
